Exhibit A shows the user interface window of an Adobe Acrobat® plug- 
in application for generating text for tab separator pages. A plug-in is a program which 
enhances the functionality of Adobe Acrobat®, a document editing tool manufactured by 
Adobe Systems, located in San Jose, California. The user interface permits the 
specification of tab label text, tab mode, plex, tab page size, tab position, text orientation, 
text alignment, text justification, tab set size, tab color, text font, text font size and text font 
color. The user interface generates tab separator pages according to the set options and 
inserts them into the current working document of the Adobe Acrobat® computer program. 

Exhibit B shows the splash screen of the Xerox DigiPath 2.0 Production Software 
program ("DigiPath") manufactured by Xerox Corporation, located in Stamford, 
Connecticut. DigiPath is a software package utilized to prepare documents for production 
printing. Exhibits C-M show various user interface elements and representative display 
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windows. Exhibit C shows a user interface dialog box of DigiPath for defining pre-cut tab 
stock. Exhibit D shows a user interface dialog box of DigiPath for specifying various paper 
stocks. Exhibit E shows a DigiPath document window view displaying a simplex three 
hole punched document showing an even numbered page. Exhibit F shows a user 
interface dialog box of DigiPath for specifying page layout and page plex. Exhibit G shows 
a DigiPath document window view displaying a duplex three hole punched document 
showing an even numbered page. Exhibit H shows a DigiPath document window view 
displaying a document printed on colored paper (color not visible). Exhibit I shows a 
DigiPath document window view displaying a tab separator page of a duplex document 
(odd numbered page). Exhibit J shows a DigiPath document window view displaying a 
subsequent tab separator page to that shown in Exhibit H for a duplex document (even 
numbered page). Exhibit K shows user interface dialog box for entering annotation text. 
Exhibit L shows a DigiPath document window view displaying the default placement of 
annotation text added with the dialog box of Exhibit K. Exhibit M shows a DigiPath 
document window view displaying the placement of annotation text onto a tab cut of an 
even numbered tab separator page.
